In August, 1915, the New York authori- 
ties passed a set of regulations under the 
sanitary code. The regulations become 
effective Jan. 1, 1016. Eleven of the 
largest wholesalers and many of the 
largest retailers, including a large chain 
system of drug stores, have written Com- 
| missioner Goldwater that they approve 
ot the regulations and will aid in their 
eutercoment. 

The regulations provide for the registra- 
tion of patent or pronrietary medicine 
with the city board of health. When the 
proprietor makes application for the reg- 
istration of a given medicine he must 
file an application, submit a package of 
bie medicine and a set of wrappers, cov- 


tion must give the names in English of 
the different ingredients of the medicine 


cine, 
— * 


The conditions of the law having been 
met, the New York health department is- 
sues a certificate of registration for the 
medicine and the certificate number must 
be stamped upon each package of the med- 
icine sold in New York City. 

The information thus gained by the 
iNew York City health department is to 
do used for the protection of the people. 
It ie not available for any private use. 
No patent or proprietary medicine not 
meeting these requirements can be sold 
in New York City after this year. , 

The proprietors properly hold that this 
is a matter for the national government. 
They say, We also desire to go on record

Plans for the organization of a $1,000,000 

teaming cOmpany, the largest cootract- 
ing concern of its kind in the world, are 
being formulated by employers in Chicago 
as a mie of handling the city’s deliv- 
eries in the event of 4 strike of team 
asters. ‘ 
Options already have been obtained by 
the Employers’ association on the barna, 
equipment, and live stock of all individual 
teaming contractors whose establish- 
ments are threatened by the strike. Plans 
also have been discussed relative to the 
taking over of all the delivery business of 
the State street department stores, but 
nothing definite along this line has been 
settied. 

So far, according to William M. Web- 
ster, secretary of the employers’ essocia- 
tion, the plans contemplate the organi- 
zation of a company which will operate 
between 1,800 and 2,000 teama. 

“This means approximately 2,000 ve- 
hiclés and in the neighborhoed of 3,000 
horses,” Mr. Webster said. The plans 
so far include the purchase of ten large 
barns and stables, but these may be in- 
creased in number. We are taking up the 
options as fast as we can. This is not 
being done simply as @ strike breaking 
measure. We are forming a company 
to be known as the Employers’ Teaming 
company which will buy outright all the 
horses and equipment. It will not de 
lease of the property only during the 
strike, should one be called. The con- 
tractors sell their business to us out- 
right. It undoubtedly will de the largest 
thing of ita kind in the worid.“ 

The strike, if called at all, will not come 
today, as feared. Both sides insist they 
are sincere in their efforts to avoid a coa- 
troversy. Mr. Webster described the sit- 
uation as “ unchanged,” 

After the Chicago union voted unani- 
mousiy to reject the second concession of 
the employers late yesterday afternoon. 
representatives of the men and the con- 
tractors met jointly, only to adjourn until 
today, when an all Gay conference is 
planned. The resulta of the conference 
will be presented at meetings of the 
unions involved tonight for approval. 

The proposition which the men rejected 
would have given them an advance of 78 
cents a week. Previously they rejected 
an increase of 50 cents. The conference 
committee of teamatere and employers 
included six representatives of the em- 
ployers and three each from the two 
unions. . 

“The men are firm in their demande,” 
seid Michael Galvin of the union commit- 
tee. We are in & strong position and 
will be able to strike @ good bargain with 
the employers. Many contractors are 
friendly to us and are willing to make «a 
fair proposition. I em looking for success 
all around.” 

George Dixon, a leader in the contract- 
ors’ association, expressed the belief that 
the dispute will be settled without « 
strike.
